MISTAKE OF OVERPEIMING.

When struggling with a balky en­ 
gine do not overprlma. The usual 
tendency is to pull out the dash 
adjustment and put gasoline into 
the priming cups. Many times the 
mixture Is too rich to fire. Leave 
the compression cock opttb and 
spin the engine with the starter 
This will thin down the mixture 
and will probably start the engine.

Advises Autoists 
To Drive Slowly

"Heavy, early morning fogs are 
causing no end of crumpled fenders, 
caved-in bodies and punctured gas­ 
oline tanks," said T. T.* Gardner of 
Gardena, Nash' agent for this dis­ 
trict.
